The forthcoming examinations of college students in order I 
to establish draft classifications seems to be a case of having 
only a yardstick on hand when a micrometer is necessary. 
The fallacies of this method of granting educational ""defer- 
ments are not easily discernible at first glance, but a Chicago 
educator set off an argument when he called the examinations 
undemocratic. 

They may be, if undemocratic is taken to mean unfair 
and partial. It is true that no one has seen the test as yet, 
but some righteous questions as to its validity have arisen 
already : . ' 

^ What will be the basis for differentiation between fresh- 
men and sophomores, sophomores and juniors, and so on? Is 
it fair to set any definite percentage of knowledge and say 
that this cfr that sophomore should have definitely X% more, 
facts than this freshman? - 

Such an exam must be given on factual knowledge ; the 
existence of entrance records including IQ tests obviates a

necessity for further measurement of mental ability. 

Because scholastic progress must be measured, what of 
underclassmen whose basic programs are in separate fields? 
And of upperclassmen whose major fields are even more 
definitely divided and concentrated? Can a ny sin gle exam 
justly evaluate the knowledge and ability of two students, 
when that very knowledge is different in each case? 

One must admit that some colleges are inferior to others. 
What a of students in minor institutions which cannot possibly 
provide university competence? Are these students to b<f 
censured for not having what they cannot obtain? 

The biggest question of all is this: what will it take to 
pass? Somebody, or some group of educators, is now deciding 
upon a number. They are going to have to set up an awfully 
thin line.^ Once they’ve got it, they’ll be saying in effect, 
“Men on this side are not college material; men on this 
side are.” I 

Considering the fact that no two people have the same 
degree of knowledge, or that a smart man can flunk, and a 
plodder pass, who can justly go about dividing humans into 
brains and bodies by the means of a number? 

They might as well pick that number out of a hat.

One of the sorriest symbols of our times is America’s 
automobile record. 

The summing up for 1950 has just reached us from the 
Travelers Insurance Companies who each year publish an 
almanac of crash data.

Almost 500,000 casualties in 1950 were the direct result 
of speeding. One out of every three Americans who lost their 
lives in last year’s wrecks met death because someone was 
driving too fast. 

Speed has been causing a greater percentage of accidents 
year after year. In 1950, speed was a greater factor in traffic 
casualties than at any time in history. 

Traffic laws and law enforcement are part of the answer. 
Engineering will help some. But even with perfect roads and 

perfect police work, the man behind the wheel can continue 

to exceed the speed limit, if he wants to, or if he isn’t,

Stay within 
speed limits and you will be doing your full part in a crusade 
to reduce automobile accidents by one-third.
